THE PAY formula had been 
recommended by a 
Compensation Committee 
selected by Chairman Albert J. 
Zak who led the fight for 
salaries commensurate with 
full-time duty. 

The salary issue had been the 
topic of heated controversy 
among supervisors. A minority 


group was in favor of a lower 
salary, 

This week Edmund Bizek 
( D), former Romulus 
Township Supervisor, who gave 
up a $17,500 post to represent 
the 24th District, answered 
critics in the following 
statement: 

“Now that the controversial 
salaries for the County Board 
of Supervisors has been set, 
and the Detroit News media 


have finished their coverage of 
the dispute, there remains one 
side of the controversy yet to 
be heard. 

“When the State Legislature 
created the new Board of 
Supervisors, who for the first 
time in 120 years of county 
government is elected by 
and answerable to people, their 
intentions were to build a 
modern efficient County 
Government. 


They relied on the new 
Boards Judgment to organize a 
productive supervision of 
county affairs. 

The Board was also 
permitted to set their own 
salalrics accordingly. 

In his wisdom, the Attorney 
General ruled that the board 
members could not hold 
another elective office. This 
meant that no member could 
be a city mayor, township 


supervisor, councilman, 
trustee, clerk, treasurer, etc., 
and still serve on the board. 

IN ADDITION, Rule f 26 of 
the county boards rules of 
procedure, prohibits any board 
member to have interest, direct 
or indirect in any contract or 
business transaction with the 
county of any board or 
commission during their term 
of office and for a year 
thereafter. 


Obviously, this limits the 
means of employment a 
member can hope to obtain. 
While a member could seek 
another job, he would be 
working for an employer full 
time and the people he was 
elected to represent part-time. 

“What type ot representation 
could be expected of a member 
who was answerable to an 
employer most of the time and 


the people only part of the 
time? 

However, by receiving a 
liveable salary from the 
county, the board could better 
meet the needs of the people. 

Nearly all those who testified 
at the County Supervisors 
Compensation Commissions 
Public hearing, agreed that the 
prior, parttime 135 man

Attn: Mr. Harold J. Harris 

Gentlemen: 

The 1963 Constitution and the Statutes and 
rules of the judiciary by which it has been 
implemented, provides for the establishment of 
the District Court system of Michigan. Since my 
election and taking office as Judge of the 34th 
Judicial District I have had neither the funds nor 
the space, nor the equipment, nor the personnel 
with which to carry out the duties pertaining to 
my office. 

Notwithstanding my repeated efforts, during 
the past many weeks, to effect a correction of 
this situation and my continual meetings with 
the various municipal officials within the 34th 
Judicial District who are charged with the 
responsibilities of providing the required funds, 
sp*ce, and equipment the situation has not been 
adequately corrected. Although the Court 
officially commenced to function on January 2, 
1969, its opening was met with a very 
substantial backlog of untried cases and 
undisposed of matters which have demanded 
prompt and total attention. My activities 
directed toward avoiding the situation with 
which the Court is now confronted commenced 
many weeks prior to the actual commencement 
of the Court's functions, and met with 
unconcern on the part of all municipalities 
within the district excepting Van Buren 
township and Sumpter township. These two 
cooperated to the best of their abilities. 

Without funds with which to pay personnel 
and without aides in sufficient numbers and 
appropriate space to properly discharge the 
duties with which I, as District Judge, am 
obligated to administer, it is obvious that the 
Office to which the people have elected me has 
failed to attract sufficient attention to public 
officials in this District. With the exceptions 
noted those officials have failed to generate the 
type and quantity of cooperation that is 
commanded by the mandates of the 
Constitution and the implementing statutes and 
rules of the Supreme Court. 

Accordingly, I am compelled to herewith 
submit my resignation as Judge of the 34th 
Judicial District effective midnight January 31, 
1969 and I request that my successor be named 
at the earliest possible time so that the transition 
may be completed by that date.

The State Highway 
Commission has ordered 
emergency repairs on a badly 
deteriorated section of 
Interstate 94 in western Wayne 
County, State Representative 
Edward E. Mahalak (D) 
Romulus, has reported. 

Bids on the estimated 
$400,000 project will be taken 
in early spring and it is 
expected that the work will be 
completed by early summer. 

The 5.5 mile section, 
between Haggerty Road and 
the Wayne-Washtenaw County 
line, is part of the old Detroit 
Industrial Expressway built in 
1942-43 to carry workers 
between Detroit and the 
Willow Run Bomber Plant. It is 
the second oldest section of 
freeway in Michigan, Mahalak 
reports. 

Because of wartime steel 
shortages, the pavement was 
poured without reinforcing 

steel. 


THE FREEWAY now carries 
an average of 42,500 vehicles a 
day about 30 percent of them 
heavy trucks. 

The Representative reports 


that the deteriorated 
pavement will be replaced with 
bituminous material and that a 
three-inch bituminous cap will 
be placed over the entire 
section. The gravel shoulders 
will be raised to conform with 
the new freeway level. 

This section of freeway is 
scheduled to be replaced by a 
new freeway in the early 
1970’s, but the emergency 
repairs were ordered because of 
rapid deterioration caused by 
alternate thawing, freezing and 
heavy rains associated with the 
January thaw.

ROSS RESIGNS 


Parents Told of Changes in Family Structure

ROMULtJS - William Ross, 
assistant director of the Family 
and Neighborhood Services, 
spoke to a group of interested 
parents Thursday at Gordonicr 
School, located at 29814 
Smith road 

"How Does a Family 
Operate" was the topic for the 
third of a series of five 
meetings jointly sponsored by 
FNS, PTA ehd Office of 
Economic Opportunity. 

Ross summarized the radical 
changes in family patterns that 
have taken place during the last 
2S yean. He pointed out that 
the family structure has 
changed radically from the 
•elf-contained unit of adult 

authoritarian control. 

• • • 

TWO DECADES ago the 


family was often comprised of 
three or more generations, with 
the children regarded as 
resources. 

Agrarian in nature, living 
together cooperatively the 
family was centered about the 
bread winner, said Ross. 
Relationships were precise with 
each member sharing 
importance in the operation of 
the unit. Adult guidance was 
absolute and final. 

In contrast, the modem 
family is more flexible, also 
more resourceful and creative 
because there are no perfect 
answers to present day living, 
according to Ross. 

Recent years of uncertainty 
have caused changes of roles in 
the family. The constant 
tensions of real and impending 
wars, the fluidity of

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communities, with the lack of 
supportive relationships, finds 
the family constantly trying to 
adjust. As a result, said he, 
many natural and spontaneous 
feelings have been re-shaped by 
the content of the material 
from “stable" resources (books 
and columns).

BUT, ROSS pointed out, 
some of the real, natural 
feelings’ should be brought 
back into force. "Do your own 
thing" he said, “do what feels 
right for you, even to being 
comfortable about some of the 
negative things.

The court opened with 
volunteered help and later 
Judge Ross appointed a chief 
clerk, deputy clerk, recorder, 
two court aides and three part 
time employees. Eight 
employees in all.

Bizek officially resigned, failed 
to agree upon a successor to 
serve either as interim 
appointee or to complete the 
unexpired term that runs 
through April, 1970 

The Township Board has 
until Feb. 20 to make an 
appointment, upon failure to 
do so, then the law required 
that the Township Clerk Alfred 
J. Perry petition the 
governor through the Wayne 
County Clerk’s office to set an 
election date. 

Last week the Township 
Board unanimously approve^ 
preparation of the governor’s 
petition. Monday, Perry 
forwarded a communication to 
Edward Branigan, Wayne 
County Clerk to initiate the 
petition requesting the 
governor to set a date of 
election for a new supervisor. 

Perry reported to the county 
clerk “that the Township 
Board has failed to reach a 
decision on an appointment 
and that it appears at this time 
that such an appointment will 
not be made by the present 
Township Board.” 


He then requested the clerk 
to start the petition'd! its way 
to the governor’s office. 

The petition for the election 
will become null and void if 
the Board makes an 
appointment by deadline Feb. 
20, Perry stated. 

It has been reported that all 
members of the present 
Township Board, with the 
exception of Joseph Wallis, 
township treasurer, who told 
the Romulus Roman, he did 
seek the post, are aspirants for 
the supervisor position. 

The stalemate is caused by 
the failure of those seeking the 
office to get the required 
majority of four votes. 

Meanwhile residents as well 
as business leaders in the 
Township have expressed 
concern over the absence of a 
supervisor to conduct duties of 
the office and responsibilities 
requiring only the supervisor’s 
attention. 

Pending the selection of 
Bizek’s successor, the Board 
authorized Perry and Wallis to 
co-sign documents.

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Statewide Tax? 

T he idea that taxes for our schools should be paid 
on a statewide basis is not new. Efforts to gain 
some public acceptance of such an idea, however, 
have only recently gamed momentum. 

We think the idea is one worth the consideration of 
state taxpayers Residents of Western Wayne County 
school districts should be particularly interested, since 
they are currently paying property taxes that are the 
highest in the state. 

The idea amounts to this: All tax base in the state of 
Michigan would be joined in one unit. Every landowner 
in the state would pay school taxes at the same rate, 
adjusted between districts with little tax base and 
districts with a great deal of tax base. All of the tax 
money would be i'unneled into Lansing, where it would 
be paid out to each school district in the state according 
to the number of students in that district. 

Of course, those districts in the state which enjoy low 
millagc rates, by virtue of their heavy tax base would be 
forced to pay more, while those with the highest taxes 
would be paying something less than at present. 

The idea lends itself to the principle pronounced in 
the State Constitution that every child in Michigan is 
entitled to equality in education. If we are really going 
to make that mean something, perhaps statewide school 
financing will have to be considered. 

Do Beware Of 
Breast Beaters 


A n AP dispatch reports that the Government 
Printing Office has boosted prices on 
government-printed booklets and handbooks up 
to 100 per cent. The increases . . far exceed . . . 
guidelines on holding down the wage-price spiral.” 

Some of the typical increases include a Federal 
Aviation Administration publication which used to sell 
for 50 cents but has now risen to SI per copy. Other 
typical increases include from 50 cents to 60 cents for 
•‘Your Federal Income Tax,” and from 70 cents to 
SI. 75 for the new Department of State Telephone 
Directory. 

The deputy superintendent of documents said, “We 
held out for as long as we could." 

The same day of financial reckoning has come to 
many investor-owned businesses and industries which, 
unlike the government, pay heavy taxes. But. when a 
private firm increases its prices, there often appears a 
horde of breast beating public officials profession to 
protect consumers against price gouging private 
enterprisers. 

They arc oddly silent when price rises take place in 
commercial government business operations - whether it 
be printing, mail carrying, producing electric power or 
what have you.

Tiny Sopwith Camel Was *Red Baron’s ’ Downfall

THE RED BARON - and 
little mutt called Snoopy, have 
dominated the comic strips 
very heavily the past few years. 
With the background dealing 
with Germany’s famous Ace of 
Aces during World War 1, the 
continual sequences of the 
hero. Snoopy, sparring in 
breathtaking aerial dogfights 
with the Red Baron, has had 
thousands of kiddies, and 
many adults, too, looking 
forward to each day’s episode. 

With their whirlwind aerial 
combats, Spoopy’s flying steed 
comes into the spotlight with 
constant regularity. It is the 
Sopwith Camel. Thought by 
many as just a comic strip 
name, the Sopwith Camel has 
again, 50 years later, became 
famous all over again. 

As with many other items of 
this jet age, the current 
generation asks the question, 
‘‘What is a Sopwith Camel? Is 
it a myth? A comic name?" No, 
because there really was a real 
Sopwith Camel, and it was a 
never-to-be forgotten warrior. 

The Sopwith Camel was the 
product of a man who built 


many famous fighter airplanes 
during the infant days of 
aviation in World War I T O. 
Sopwith. like all the British 
aircraft builders in the early 
days of the first great war, 
faced tremendous pressure of 
demand for aircraft to combat 
t he sleek fighters of the 
German Imperial Air Service. 

When World War l broke out 
in 1914, the entire inventory 
of the Royal Air Corps was less 
than 30 airplanes. None of the 
early flimsy airplanes known as 
“scouts” were even armed as 
they were to be in the years to 
come. In the early days of the 
war pilots would fly past each 
other and use pistols and rifles 
to shoot at the other in flight. 
It has been said that some of 
the early pioneers of this form 
of aerial combat actually threw 
bricks at each other. Reports 
are numerous where Allied and 
German airplanes would fly 
alongside one another for miles 
fighting in this fashion, but 
there is no record of anyone 
evern downing another aircraft 
in such aerial combat. 


THE CAMEL was a very 
good airplane brought about 
by the need for a good, fast 
fighter craft. In just about 
eight weeks after being created 
on the drawing board the first 
Camel was flown. This was 
about midway during the war. 
By this time the method of 


tiring machine guns through 
the propeller had been 
perfected and the Royal Air 
Corps' first “real" British 
fighter plane took to the skies 
to blaze a record of aerial 
combat. 

The camel was the first RAF 
fighter to pack twin Vickers 
machine guns concealed under 
a “hump” behind the engine'. 
This “hump" brought about 
the name “Camel” that was to 
make this tiny fighter aircraft a 
legendary topic. 

The young pilots were quick 
to take to the tiny fighter. It 
could outmanuever any 
German plane in the skies with 
the exception of the Red 
Baron’s famous Fokkcr D.I. 
Tri-plane. Extra swift turns 
were possible due to the torque 
effect of the rotary engine, but 
on left hand turns there was a 
tendency for nose drop out 
and in those days a tight turn 
could bring on a fatal spin. 

♦ * * 

THE CAMEL was one of the 
smallest fighers ever built for 
aerial combat. Its wing span 
was only 28 feet and only 8 
feet, 60 inches high. Less than 
19 feet long, it was powered by 
a 130 h.p. Clerget rotary 
engine and could attain speeds 
over 115 miles per hour. 

All-time fame that made the 
Sopwith Camel a legendary 
figure came on April 21, 1918, 
when a young Royal Canadian 
Air Force pilot, Captain Roy 


A. Brown, flying a Sopwith 
Camel of Squadron 209, shot 
down Germany’s greatest war 
hero and top ace, the "Red 
Baron," Baron Von Manfred 
Richthofen, over an obscure 
tiny French village, 
Sailly-le-Scc, after a swirling 
dog fight. 

From that day on the 
Sopwith Camel was to live in a 
hall of fame and at this date 


there arc several "restored" 
models still in existence with 
flying clubs and a few are on 
display in musuems scattered 
throughout the world. 

* • • 

IT BECAME known as the 
“King of Dogfighters" and 
according to official records 
accounted for 1,624 German 
aircraft during World War I. 
Top aces of the RAF flew the 


tiny Camel even when newer 
aircraft were available. 

Several Camel pilots were 
known to have scored five and 
six “kills” on one day while as 
in any other force, some pilots 
would not touch it “with a 
ten-foot pole." 

Other pilots would have no 
other ... in either case, the 
Sopwith “Camel” was never 
treated without full respect.

“Red Baron”, Von Manfred Richthofen. This is also the airplane that the comic strip hero

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February's outlook for 
plentiful foods should find 
much appeal to us. Items 
ranging from main courses to 
desserts, which include broiler 
chickens, green split peas, 
pork, canned salmon, and dried 
prunes may address our budget 
sense as the weekly shopping 
list is prepared because of some 
of the special price tags they 
will be wearing. Also to be 
found in big supplies are 
potatoes, onions, canned 
tomatoes and tomato products, 
canned and frozen sweet corn, 
fresh oranges, fresh grapefruit 
and canned grapefruit juice. 

With prunes on the plentiful 
list, old fashioned goodness 
with new fanglcd ease aptly 
describes their availability 
Tenderized, full of flavor, 
versatile, and ever so 
convenient, prunes can he used 
in a multitude of menu 
brightening ways. 

All prunes are plums, but 
only plums that can be dried 
without fermentation at the 
pits are prunes. Prunes come in 
a variety of sizes' Extra Large 
(approximately 43 to a pound 
or 10 servings of about 4 

prunes each). Large 
(approximately 53 to a pound 
or 10 servings of about 5 

prunes each). Medium 
(approximately 67 to a pound 
or 10 servings of about 6 
prunes each), and Breakfast 
(approximately 85 to a pound 
or 10 servings of about 8 

prunes each). 

As a rule, the smaller and 
middle sizes arc most 

economical to buy The 
difference In quantity of meat 
in proportion to the size of the 
pit is generally not so great 
among these sizes to warrant 
the price differences. Also 
middle and small size prunes fit 
well into dishes for general use 
- so if large ones are relatively 
more expensive, they may be 
best reserved for fancy dishes 
such as stuffed prunes for 
salads. 

Quick cooking or pressure 
cooking arc the recommended 
methods for cooking prunes. 
New methods of processing 
these dried fruits have 
eliminated the need for soaking 
them before cooking. When 
using the quick cooking 
method, simply rinse dried 
fruit, cover with cold water, 
and bring to a boil. Reduce the 
heat and simmer slowly for 
about 25 minutes or until 
tender. Pressure cooking 
requires prunes to be cooked 
to 15 pounds pressure, then 
simply remove the cooker from 
the heat at once and allow 
pressure to drop to zero 
naturally. 


To save time and make the 
most of the current prune 
supply, why not try cooking 
enough at one time for several 
meals and keep them ready for 
use in the refrigerator. When 
cooking prunes ahead of time 
there is practically no loss of 
nutritive value from standing 
or reheating. Cooked prunes 
rate well in iron, reheated or 
not, if you use the liquid along 
with the fruit. 

PRUNE NUT WHIP 

3 egg whites; 1/2 cup sugar 
1/2 tcasp, grated orange rind 
1 tablcsp lemon juice 
1 tablcsp. orange juice 
Few grains salt 

3/4 cup chopped cooked 
prunes 

1/3 cup chopped toasted 
almonds 
Custard sauce 

Combine all ingredients 
except prunes, almonds and 
sauce, in top of double boiler. 
Place over boiling water; whip 
with rotary beater until 
mixture stands in soft peaks 
Remove from heat and fold in 
prunes and almonds. Cool. 
Spoon into serving dishes. 
Garnish with whole cooked 
prunes. Serve with Custard 
Sauce CUSTARD SAUCE 
Beat 3 egg yolks with 1% cups 
milk. 3 tablespdon sugar, few 
grains salt Cook over hot 
water, stirring frequently until 
mixture coats spoon. Remove 
from heat, stir in % teasp. 
grated lemon rind. Cool. Makes 
5 or 6 servings.

MRS. NEUMANN, who has

Not owning a car or being 
able to drive, Mrs. Neumann 
has received a great deal of 
exercise by walking to and 
from church during her many 
years of service. Only 
occasionally, during bad 
weather would she ride if a 
member or her children were 
insistant. 

During her many years as 
organist she has played for 
innumerable weddings, funerals 
and other special occasions.

SEMCOG Reports 

Deficiency of Public 

Recreational Lands 


The vast majority of the 
local governmental units today, 
do not provide adequate 
recreational lands for their 
residents. , 

Information gathered in a 
recent Recreational Lands 
Inventory Survey by the 
Planning Division of the 
Southeast Michigan Council of 
Governments (SEMCOG) 
shows that the efforts by local 
units of government to provide 
local recreational lands is a “far 
cry" from adequate. 

The report shows that in the 
Council of Governments 
jurisdiction (Macomb, Monroe, 
Oakland, St. Clair, Washtenaw, 
and Wayne Counties) only 15 
of the 210 local units of 
government attained the 
standard of 10 acres of 
recreational land for each one 
thousand people. 

They are: Ash Township and 
Estral Beach - Monroe County; 
Birmingham, Bloomfield Hills, 
Leonard, and Milford - 
Oakland County; East China 
Township, Marysville, Port 
Huron Tonwship, Wales 
Township, and Yale - St. Clair 
County; Ann Arbor, Dexter, 
and Milan - Washtenaw 
County; and Woodhaven - 
Wayne County. 

Of the 24 communities with 
a 1967 population from 
25,000 to 50,000, Birmingham 
with 11.7 acres per thousand 
was the only one to meet the 
standard. 


AMONG THE governmental 
units with a population of 

50.000 to 100,000 only Ann 
Arbor, with 11.0 acres per 
thousand people, topped the 
standard. 

None of the four largest 
units with populations of over 

100.000 measured up to the 
old standard. Dearborn came 
the closest with 9.0 acres per 
thousand. Detroit and Livonia 
each had 3.3, while Warren had 
only 1 .2 acres for each 
thousand of population. 

The survey reveals that Five 
of the six counties in the 
region provide public 
recreational lands for their 
citizens. Wayne County has 
developed the most extensive 
program with a total of 4,565 
acres in park areas, of which, 
1,100 acres are still 
undeveloped. 


THE STUDY also shows that 
eight communities provide 
public golf courses for their 
residents - Birmingham, 
Pontiac, Royal Oak, Marysville, 
St. Clair, Ann Arbor, Detroit, 
and Livonia. 

The Huron- Cl inton 
Metropolitan Authority 
(H.C.M.A.) also provides public 
courses in three of its parks. 
The Authority holds 17,698 
acres of regional park lands in 
its 5-county jurisdiction: 
Livingston, Macomb, Oakland, 
Washtenaw, and Wayne 


Counties. A total of 12,190 
acres of this land is developed 
and in use. 

The Michigan Department of 
Natural Resources (DNR) also 
has extensive recreational land 
holdings in Southeast Michigan 
but none in populous Wayne 
County. Most of the D.N.R. 
land is undeveloped but is used 
for purposes such as hunting, 
wildlife and game preserves, 
nature studies, etc. 

Both of the DNR and HCMA 
have been acquiring additional 
lands and developing facilities 
for public outdoor recreation 
with the assistance of current 
federal programs. 


EACH AGENCY has 
formulated a plan for the 
provision of parks in Southeast 
Michigan and is working 
toward the fulfillment of its 
plan on a coordinated basis. 
But in some ways, the 
development of a regional 
parks system has been an 
“out" for some counties and 
communities to develop their 
own park facilities. 

The report states: “The 
urgent need is for all levels of 
governmental jurisdiction to 
acquire and develop the needed 
additional park lands nowl The 
time to acquire is 
today! .... This is the best 
way to insure adequate parks 
and recreational lands for our 
citizen* of the future.” 


Army Nurse Corps to Observe 
68th Anniversary in February 


The United States Army 
Nurse Corps, the oldest 
military nurse corps in the 
world, observes its 68th 
anniversary during February. 
Established as a result of the 
devoted efforts of civilian 
nurses employed by the Army 
to care for the wounded and 
sick during the Spanish-Ameri- 
can War, the Corps was 
composed entirely of women 
until 1955, when it began 
accepting qualified male 
nurses. Today about 20 
percent of the Army nurses on 
active duty are of the male sex. 

The mission of the all-officer 
corps is the same as at its 
founding in February, 1901 -to 
provide the best possible 
nursing care for military 
personnel and their families 


during both war and peace. 

• • • 

WITH THE entry of the 
United States into World War I 
in 1917, the Corps expanded 
from a membership of 403 to a 
membership of 21 .480 within 
1 9 months. Approximately 
half the Corps served overseas 
during the war. 

For their wartime service, 
three Army nurses were 
awarded Distinguished Service 
Crosses for heroism during 
combat, 24 received the 
Distinguished Service Medal for 
meritorious service and about 
100 were decorated by France 
and Great Britain for bravery 
and service 

During the World War II the 
Army Nurse Corps increased in 
strength from 625 to over 


57,000 nurses on duty in 1 ,000 
Army hospitals and 
installations around the world. 

Of this total sixteen lost 
their lives as a result of enemy 
action; sixty-six were taken 
prisoner by the Japanese; and 
more than 1.400 were 
decorated for bravery under 
fire or for meritorious service. 


ARMY NURSES were the 
first American women to be 
sent to Korea and also to 
South Vietnam to support 
combat operations.

MINUTES OF 
SPECIAL MEETING 
JANUARY 18, 1969 

The meeting opened with 
Pledge of Allegiance to the flag 
and was called to order by 
Supervisor Stoelton at 4:00 
p.m. 

Roll call showed present 
Birk, Hink, Domcik, Maton, 
Hogan, Payne and Stoelton. 
Also present was Attorney 
Kenneth Frankland from the 
Firm of Berry, Hopson, Francis 
and Mack and ten persons in 
the audience. 

Supervisor Stoelton 
proceeded to explain the 
purpose of the meeting as 
recommended by Judge Bohn 
for the reconsideration of a 
zoning request by Vertex 
Development Co. for an R-T 
(Mobile Home Park) on 
approximately 50 acres more 
or less, in Section 1, at Hannan 
Road in Van Buren Township, 
saying there had been meetings 
whereby the zoning in question 
was approved, denied, 
approved, and denied again. As 
it stands now, the motion is 
denied. Supervisor Stoelton 
also stated, for the purpose of 
the two new Board members, 
Trustees Hink and Domcik, 
some of the past history of the 
zoning request, which has 
developed into a court case 
instigated by Vertex 
Development Company (the 
Company’s representative 
being Donald Cox). Also the 
Planning Commission and 
Township had spent a great 
deal of time and money on a 
master plan that had taken 
approximately 6 years to 
complete with monies 
allocated by the Federal 
G>o vernment and the 
Township, realizing the need 
for better planning. 


Supervisor Stoelton said with 
the help of Parkins, Rogers and 
Associate, Section 12 was 
worked into the master plan 
for M2 (Heavy Industrial) but 
was moved up into. Section 1 


because the Planning 
Commission along with the 
Planning Consultants, Parkins, 
Rogers, and Associates thought 
it better due to the better 
highways and railroads. The 
Township also has 5 Mobile 
Home Parks and approximately 
55* acres zoned for one park 
that has not been developed. 
He also pointed out on the 
blackboard the approximate 
location of the park and 
entrance, with 6 homes facing 
Hannan Road fronting a 
portion of the proposed park. 

Supervisor then asked if 
there were any comipents or 
questions from the Board. Mrs. 
Payne stated that she had 
voted against this request since 
the beginning, quoting her 
reasons as being that while 
serving the planning 
commission for approximately 
5 years, that she had spent a 
lot of time on the master plan 
and felt it was designed for the 
health, safety and welfare of 
the community. She read the 
Preamble in part from the 
ordinance book. “The 
Township of Van Buren desires 
to provide for orderly 
development of the Township, 
which is essential to the 
well-being of the community. 
The Township further desires 
to assure the provision of 
adequate sites for industry 
commerce and residents. The 
results of such purpose of this 
•ordinance, which relates to the 
Township’s Comprehensive 
Plan will promote and protect 
the public health, safety, 
comfort, convenience and 
general welfare of the 
residents.” Mrs. Payne also 
read a paragraph from page 71 
which states “A Mobile Home 
Park or Trailer Coach Park 
shall be constructed or 


maintained on a lot or a parcel 
which has a width of at least 
four hundred (400) feet 
fron tage on a major 
thoroughfare and a depth of at 
least 400 feet.” Mrs. Payne 
feels that a prime industrial site 
would be taken for a Mobile 
Home Park. The Master Plan 
should have a chance to work, 
as it was completed only a 
little over three years ago. 

Trustee Hogan said that he 
would like to discuss the 
history of the whole matter 
that as what motivated the 
Planning Commission as well as 
the board to consent to the 
industrial parks due to their 
inequity in carrying their own 
tax load. The planned 
industrial site is what 
motivated the two boards to 
pass the rezoning of the R-T. 
Since Mr. H. Fred Campbell 
had stated he would enter into 
the industrial portion of the 
plan, and he, Mr. Hogan, had 
visited Chateau Village in Utica 
and was assured the proposed 
park at Hannan Road would be 
patterned after the village, that 
he had not changed his view on 
the matter and that Judge 
Bohn must have had some basis 
to refer the matter back to the 
Township Board. The court 
must have had a feeling for a 
justifiable decision, and that 
he. Trustee Hogan, will stand 
by his previous decision as 
there were three motivating 
factors: 

1. The comments of Mr. 
Campbell for the industrial site 

2. That water and sewer was 
promised to be constructed 
into the area. 

3. The court in itself be 
patterned after Chateau 
Village. 

Due to these reasons he feels 
the Board should go along with 
the trailer park, and that the 
roads would be paved. 

It was pointed out by Payne 
and Stoelton that Mr. 
Campbell had apparently 
changed his position on the 
issue. 

Supervisor Stoelton pointed 
out that Van Bom Road, 
Hannan and Ecorse was already 
paved and the Mobile Home 
Park Ordinance requires the 
paving with the confines of the 
park. j 

Treasurer Birk stated that if 
the industrial park goes with 
the plan he is inclined to go 
along with the original plan. It 
was stated by Payne that Mr. 
Campbell had no plans to 
develop an industrial park, 
only that he said he would 
erect a model building of three 
sides. 

Mr. Stoelton asked if there 
were any comments from those, 
who had requested the zoning. 
At which time Attorney 
Hertzog, representing Vertex 
Development Co., spoke, 
saying that his client owns one 
of the homes just south of the 
entrance of the proposed park. 
The width of the property is 
412 ft. facing Hannan Road 
with a 50 ft. entrance. The 
property is going to be cut off 
from the balance of the 
Township with the 1-275 
highway. He said he had not 
heard anyone say anything 
about health and welfare of the 
community and that the 
developers plan to spend 
$80,000 to bring water and 
sewer into the area. He stated 
that as far as using prime 
industrial property, that 
nothing is there yet pertaining 
to industry. He also spoke of 
garbage or refuse, slaughter 
houses, junk yards, etc., that 
could be developed into an 
industrial zone. 

Mr. Stoelton pointed out 
that only after special approval 
of the Zoning Board of 
Appeals could there be such 
refuse, slaughter houses, etc., 
erected and that they would be 
governed by the Township. 
The ordinance states that these 
uses shall be permitted if the 
proposed use will constitute a 
•desirable and stable 
development which will be in 
harmony with the adjacent 
areas. Mr. Stoelton also stated 
that if such development was, 
requested into an area more 
feasible for something better 
he would certainly vote no on 
such projects. He feels the 
boards could govern anything 
that might be undesirable for 
the community. 

The Supervisor asked if 


anyone else had any 
comments? 

Mr. Jenkins, President of the 
Van Buren Township Civic 
Association and speaking on 
their behalf, said they were 
absolutely against any more 
trailer courts in Van Buren. 
The Township does not have to 
take any kind of tax base that 
comes along and he asked the 
board to please hold the line 
on trailer courts and wait for 
better development. 

Mr. Carrabin, brother-in-law 
of Mr. H. Fred Campbell, said 
that if Mr. Campbell said 
anything about the industry he 
would back it up but that he, 
Mr. Canabin, agrees with Mr. 
Jenkins and we have 5 trailer 
courts and provisions for 
another. He feels the residents 
would not be happy with 
another one in this area. 

There was some discussion 
pro and con as to the superior 
tax base of a mobile home park 
as opposed to single home 
developments and the housing 
for industrial employees. 

Mrs. Sawmiller, who lives 
near and owns vacant property 
adjacent to an up-to-date 
mobile home park, said she 
knows how a trailer park can 
affect the neighborhood. The 
traffic entering into a 
thoroughfare is a problem, also 
speeding within the park. 
There are 90 children in the 60 
trailers and she had checked 
the tax figures and they do not 
pay their way in school and 
property taxes. 

Mr. Dallard Hall of Morton 
Taylor Roa<f said we didn’t 
need mobile home parks to 
bring people into industry. He 
was against the poor tax base 
the trailer parks pay. 

Mr. Jenkins asked Mr. Cox to 
come in with a better 
development such as 
apartments. Anything other 
than the mobile home park. 
Mr. Cox said he was open for 
suggestions. At this time some 
in the audience had begun to 
talk among themselves. 

Supervisor Stoelton stated 
that at a special meeting all 
those who wished to speak, 
will be given the opportunity, 
there would be no 
interruptions. 

Supervisor Stoelton s^id we 
should give the comprehensive' 
plan a half way chance to show 
us if we are all wet or alright, 
that health, safety and welfare 
constitutes a multitude of sins, 
money for one. 

Mr. Alonaris of Robson said 
he lived in a trailer from 1959 - 
1966 and paid $36.00 per year 
in taxes and sent three children 
to school. He has since bought 
a home and now pays $89.00 
per year in school taxes. He 
feels the trailer park does not 
pay their way in tax. 

Doctor Everett Schadt 
spoke, presenting figures on a 
tax base for a mobile home 
park and said they are far 
superior in tax bases per acre 
of ground as a private home. 
The trend is toward mobile 
homes. The people think in 
terms of trailers, but mobile 
homes arc far from a trailer 


today, and are changing fast. 

The parks are designed such as 
apartments, townhouses, etc. 
They do not have to be a blight 
on the community. Mobile 
homes of today are a credit to 
the community. 

Mr. Edwards, who is from 
Michigan State University, read 
a 1967 tax study that had been 
done in McComb County, 
which stated that trailers paid 
$78.00 per year in taxes which 
is $936.00 per acre. $28.00 per 
trailer was school tax and there 
was .29 children per trailer. 

Supervisor Stoelton asked if 
there were any other 
comments? 

Mr. Maton stated the 
planning commission, wLo 
worked on the master plan, 
had rezoned the property in 
question for a mobile home 
park. The Supervisor asked 
Attorney Frankland if he had 
anything to say. He only stated 
his purpose for being there was 
to represent the board and 
position they had taken. He 
could not enter into a partisan 
discussion. The board members 
will have to make up their 
minds. 

Mr. Hogan again said 
his position was based upon the 
facts presented originally and 
he hoped they were still the 
same. He cannot see anything 
that justifies changing his 
position. Since Mr. Campbell 
was not present, Mr. Hogan 
hoped his (Mr. Campbell) 
position was still the same. 

After more discussion on the 
aforesaid request, Supervisor 
Stoelton asked for any other 
comments. 

A motion was made by Clerk 
Payne, supported by Trustee 
Hirk, to deny the request of an 
R-T zone in section 1 for a 
mobile home park. A roll call 
vote was called for and some 
confusion developed in the 
vote. As the members were 
called starting with Domcik, a 
no vote, which was meant for 
yes, led to two other no votes 
before the mistake was 
deteoied. Another vote was 
called for by the Chairman in 
the following manner: Domcik 
- yes, Trustee Hink - yes, 
Treasurer Birk - no. Trustee 
Maton - no, Hogan - no and 
Payne - yes. There being a tie 
vote, it was broken by a yes 
vote from Supervisor Stoelton. 
The motion as made was won. 
The zoning stays M-2 (Heavy 
Industrial). 

A motion duly made, 
supported and carried, the 
meeting adjourned at 5:55 
p.m.

REFERENCE THE UNIFORM TRAFFIC CODE FOR

SEC. 1 CODE ADOPTED 

The Uniform Traffic Code for cities, townships and 
villages promulgated by the Commissioner of State 
Police on February 14, 1958 and published in 
Supplement No. 13. and as amended both on February 
14 1961 and published in Supplement No. 25, and 

February 26, 1968 and published in Supplement No. 54, 
to the 1954 Michigan Administrative Code, in 
accordance with Public Act 62 of 1956, State of 
Michigan, is hereby adopted by reference as in this 
ordinance modified. 

SEC. 2 REFERENCES IN CODE 

References in the Uniform Traffic Code for Michigan 
Cities. Townships and Villages to “governmental unit' 
shall mean the Township of Van Buren. 

SEC 3 NOTICE TO BE PUBLISHED 

The Van Buren Township Clerk shall publish this 
ordinance in the manner required by law and shall at the 
same time publish a supplementary notice setting forth 
the purpose of the said Uniform Traffic Code and of the 
fact that complete copies of the Code are available at the 
office of the Clerk for inspection by and distribution to 
the public at all times. 

SEC. 4 PRIOR CONSISTENT AND/OR 
INCONSISTENT ORDINANCES OR LAWS 

Any Ordinance or traffic laws heretofore applicable to 
this Township no matter by whom promulgated, where 
not inconsistent to the provision of the Uniform Traffic 
Code shall be obeyed, and those ordinances or laws 
inconsistent with the provisions of the Uniform Traffic 
Code are, to the extent of such inconsistency, hereby 
repealed. 

SEC 
PLEAS ‘ 

Guilty pleas entered for violations of the Uniform 
Traffic Code shall be subject to fines and/or penalties as 
are set forth by Van Buren Township Resolution. 

SEC. 6 WHEN EFFECTIVE 

The Uniform Traffic Code wiU be in effect in this 
governmental unit thirty (30) days after the passage and 
publication of this adopting ordinance.

But you have to obtain 
property, arrange financing, get 
plans drawn up, see that all 
matters pertaining to new 
buildings are thoroughly gone 
over, and get your management 
procedures set up. 

Whether vou sell or rent, you 
will be helping to provide good 
housing for the people in our 
community who could least 
afford it otherwise.

PRIVATE DEVELOPERS, 
understandably, cannot afford 
to dwell too much upon 
housing for the poor; they’re in 
business to make money. You, 
as a non-profit sponsor, go into 
it not to profit yourselves, but 
for the betterment of all 
affected. 

To find out what’s 
happening and to get into the 
swing of things citizens can go 
to the Citizens District Council 
members and voice their ideas 
and opinions to them. You can 
come into the Urban Renewal 


Office and disucss your ideas 
with Director George Wilhelmi. 
He can give you information 
on how to get started and 
answer any questions you may 
have.

Urban Renewal. Never before 
have there been so many ways 
a citizen could participate in 
the planning of their area.
